The writer is a clever person with varied interests and 
capacities which evidently keep him busy and on his toes. 

He is very intelligent, well-educated and well informed and 
seems to be constantly striving to increase his knowledge. He has 
thoroughly absorbed the material he has read and studied and, to a 
considerable extent, has also assimilated it. His intellectual as well 
as his practical tendencies are pronounded (with a slight emphasis on 
the former) and they supplement and support each other most construct- 
ively. He has an alert and open mind; always ready to receive new 
information and to increase his knowledge. He is an astute observer 
who notices smallest details and knows how to correlate them to the 
larger aspects to which they belong.

He is sure to make the best possible use of money 

and material at his disposal. He is not likely to waste anything. He 

has some organizing and administrative abilities and he will see to it 

that operations under his supervision function to perfection; be it a 

classroom or a business office. In the execution of his tasks, he is 

exact, conscientious and reliable and he demands the same of accuracy 

of those who work with him or for him. He is a sort of a disciplinarian 

who lays down the law. He is neat and orderly and pays attention to a 

meticulous external appearance of the work performance. He combines, 

in an unusual manner, progressive and old-fashioned inclinations in 

his viewpoints and attitudes. He can become rather argumentative and 

even belligerent, when he feels contxadicated or attacked. He may 

check his outspokenness, though, under conditions, which may make 

restraint more advisable.

Nevertheless, he has managed to obtain a fairly good emotional 
equilibrium and can handle his affairs in a rather undisturbed manner. 
He has his impulses under a strict rational control and avoids being 
carried away by his feelings. He is predominantly an introverted 
person with sufficient extraverted tendencies to engage in his varied 
outgoing activities without difficulties. His inner feelings of self- 
confidence and self-assurance are strong enough to support his modest, 
but determined, external appearance most adequately. Evidently, due

With the aid of his 
cleverness and strong cautiousness, he evidently has developed a 
convential front (in. line with his environmental setting) which covers 
up his inner complexities and true motivations. He can be equally useful 
or harmful, depending upon which side he gives his allegiance. 
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
